A long, narrow strip of what was once 
sea beach is alone available for build- 
ing purposes. AH the rest is1 precipitous 
rock.

crowded the homes of 25,000 people. 
As much as ten dollars u week is asked 
and obtained for the use of one small 
room, arid this, too, in a place where 
the normal rate of wages is quite ten 
per cent, less than in America. Natural- 
ly, the1 overcrowding' is fearful, and, 
the water supply being scarce and in- 
termitten't, cleanliness of living, as we 
understand it, is almost impossible. 


No 'n ondcr that in the oldi days the 


plague and the cholera ravaged the 
"rock" with a virulence unknown in the 
filthy and pestilential cities of the far 
cast. 


In Malta, on the other hand, house 


rent is ridiculously cheap. Auj'where 
outside of Valetta an excellent sev en- 
room hou=e can be had for $15 a year, 
while rates, and taxes are unknown. 
The houses are bnilt entirely of the 
cream-colored stone of which the island 
is composed, and which is so soft that 
it can be cut wTth a saw into blocks or 
slabs of any desired size or shape. So, 
while the Maltese builder is digging up 
his foundation, he is at the same time 
getting out the material for his walls, 
his flooring and his roof.

Among the glaring inconsistencies 
isoovered by the Treasury officials in 
10 new tariff bill is one in the pnra- 
•npb.9 relating to hides. One of these 
jragraphs fixes the duties on bides at 
fteen cents per pound and another 
Imits raw skins free of doty. 
It is 


jught to make it appear that one has 
(ference to calf skins, which, it is con 
mded, cannot be classed as hides, and 
lat the other refers to cattle skins, 
bich must be classed as hides. 
The tariff bill as it passed the House 
f Representatives placed hides on the 
ree list. The Senate, in which western 
iterosts had no more friends than in 
ae House, insisted on making hides 
utiable. 
The Eastern Senators ob- 


icted at first, but finally acquiesced 
ad contented themselves nitb record- 
ig their votes against the amendment. 
7hen the bill went to conference it 
3ems to have bean tampered with and 
; is questionable whether hides are 
utiable or free. 
The leather trn.st, which is almost ns 
afluontial iu Congress as the augur 
rust, opposed the duty on hides. 
As 


o good reason could ba given for put- 
ing a tariff on wool that did not apply 
3 hides, the trust was conciliated by 
roviding for a rebate on all leather 
xported irom hides which had been 
raported. 
This, it appears, did not 


ally satisfy all connected with the 
rnst so the paragraphs pertaining to 
ides were changed so as to raise a 
oubt as to whether they should be ad- 
litted free or pay a duty. 
If it is de- 


ided that hides are on the free list 
bat settles the question, and if it is 
lecided that they are dutiable then 
alf s.'<ins will be on the free list. In 
ither event one or the other or both 
pill bii on the free list. The trust will 
erive benefit from it either way and if 
tdoesi not it will get a rebate equal to 
he tariff paid on the hides.

Changes in Postmasters. 


The number of changes made in 


Presidential 
post-offlces 
between 


March 4 and July 7, according to the 
official figures of tho Post-office De- 
partment, was -116. For the similar 
period the changes during the last ad- 
ministration were 429. Of the number 
under the present regime the changes 
at 66 offices were based on resignations, 
139 on expirations of the commissions 
of incumbents, 126 on removal?, 73 by 
reason of the office being raised to the 
Presidential class, and 15 on deaths of 
the postmasters. Included in the total 
are 78 cases in which changes were due 
to reports of postoffice inspectors. The 
largest number of changes—34—wore 
made in Indiana, with Illinpia a close 
second with 32.
